RUSHING REGULATIONS. 


In March 1919 an organization called the Interfraternity Council 
of Lehigh University was formed. This event marked a new epoc? 
in the history of Fraternities at Lehigh. Last year its influence was of 
little significance since its weakness necessitated a provision in the 
Constitution prohibiting the discussion of the rushing problem at any 
time before April 1920. Undoubtedly the regulation of rushing is the 
underlying purpose of every such organization—and properly so. The 
founders realized that a rushing agreement was eventually inevitable 
and desirable but foresaw that, until the Council had time to take root 
and establish itself as an essential part of the Fraternity System of 
the University, any important question upon which there was a diversity 
of opinion might easily disrupt and destroy forever the embryo re- 
cently created. With that in view emphasis has been put upon the de- 
velopment of good feeling and a spirit of co-operation among th> 
different Fraternities. This has been accomplished by Interfraternity 


activities. The Bowling League was the first attempt, and was a suc- 
cess. The Basketball League, which is drawing to a close, has been 
even more of a success, and augurs well for the intended tennis and 
pool tournaments. Throughout there has been remarkable interest 
shown by non-fraternity as well as by Fraternity men. The Social 
Side has been well taken care of by Interfraternity Dances. The first 
one, held in Drown Hall, was well attended and financially prosperous. 
During Junior Week a more pretentions affair was staged effectively. 

The effect of this policy has been excellent. As a result, unfriendly 
rivalry and petty jealousies have been practically eliminated. Cliques 
have been broken up and the Fraternities act as one large body yet lose 
none of their individualities. The feeling has changed from unfriendly 
to fricndly rivalry; from a spirit of distrust to co-operation and good 
will. The men of different Fraternities know each other better, see 
each other oftener, and become better friends with the result that to 
be a Fraternity man at Lehigh means more now than it ever did. Alpha 
Chi Rho has been an enthusiastic supporter of the Council from the 
start because its great value has been evident. Now when the strength 
of the body seems to have developed to the point where a rushing 
agreement is possible, Phi Mu is taking increased interest and looks 
forward toward a bright future for Fraternities at Lehigh. ~ 


SUB-FRESHMAN DAY. 


Due to the adoption of a Rushing Agreement (as explained else- 
where) by the Interfraternity Council this Spring, the rushing season 
will be more intensive next fall than ever before. The Resident 
Chapter is preparing for this campaign by holding a Sub-Freshman 
Day on May 15th at which time any men who are likely to be Fresh- 
men at Lehigh next fall will be invited to the House. The main at- 
traction will be a Lacrosse game with the University of Pennsylvania. 
Few prospective Freshmen have ever seen a “Lacrosse Massacre” 
and it is expected that such a spectacle will imbue them with the true 
Lehigh Spirit. We hope so. 

The purpose of this pre-season rushing is, of course, to give Alpha 
Chi Rho the inside track in the fall. Previous success has shown that 
this Day is a good investment. The drawback lies in the fact that the 
range of the Residents is so small and their scope so limited since 
they know only men from their home towns that it is difficult to get 
as many Sub-Freshmen here as we would like. Here is where the 
Graduates can help. If you know of any prospects at all merely ship 


them to Bethlehem on May 15th and notify us of the time of their 
arrival. We'll do the rest. If you see no prospects as yet, keep your 
eyes open during the summer for Fraternity material. The rushing 
season this fall will be a true test of the mettle of any Chapter and 
we need all the help possible. It will be a wonderful aid to receive 
advance “dope” on a number of likely Freshmen. That will give us 
a nucleus around which to build our campaign. Send us the “dope”! 
See how many men you can recommend! We will. come through.

THE NEW RUSHING RULES. 


The new members of the Inter-Fraternity Council were installed 
on April 12, 1920 and at this time the discussion of a set of rushing 
rules for Lehigh was started. The rules drawn up by the Cyanide 
Club were presented, and after lengthy discussion it was decided that 
altho the rules were very complete, it would be too great a step for 
so young a body to try and enforce them at the present time. At the 
meeting on April 19, the following rules were presented and tabled 
until the next meeting, and they will most likely be adopted before 
this issue of “Musings” reaches the Brothers: i 

Rule (I)—No rushee may be pledged to any Fraternity until three 
weeks after the opening of college and he must be a duly registered 
student of Lehigh. : 

Rule (11)—When A rushee is invited to stay in the house during 
the above period, his name shall be posted on the Inter-Fraternity 
bulletin board in Drown Hall not more than 24 hours after the time 
that he goes to the house. (The bulletin board shall have a glass 
cover, and be in charge of an Inter-Fraternity Council Committee.) 

Rule (1II)—There shall be no rushing of men during the above 
period after 8 P. M. and a recommendation shall be sent to the Ar- 
cadia that college customs shall be changed to read that, during the 
first week Freshmen shall not be allowed on the street after 8 P. M. 
unless they are accompanied by an upper-classman and after the first 
week, Freshmen may not be on the street after 8 P. M. under any cir- 
cumstances, until Founder’s Day. 

Rule (IV)—The penalty for the infraction of any of the above 
rules shall be the ostracism of the Fraternity. 


PI DELTA EPSILON. 


May 12th is the date set for the institution of the Alpha Rho Chap- 
ter of Pi Delta Epsilon at Lehigh University. Pi Delta Epsilon is a 
National Honorary Journalistic Fraternity founded at Syracuse Uni- 
versity in 1909. The Alpha Rho Chapter will receive the sixteenth 
charter granted. 


This Fraternity corresponds more nearly to Phi Beta Kappa or to 
Tau Beta Pi than to any other organization in the University. It is an 
honorary society to which a limited number of the deserving upper- 
classmen will be elected annually from the “Lehigh Brown & White”, 
“Lehigh Burr’ and “Epitome” Boards. There will be no distinction 
made between Fraternity and Non-fraternity men. Two years’ mem- 
bership, indicating meritorious service on one of the above boards will 
be the sole qualification. 


Pi Delta Epsilon will not form a new living group, nor will it re- 
quire a great outlay of time on the part of its members. Short monthly 
meetings, addresses, and etc., together with the few duties imposed by 
the national organization will comprise the greater part of the activity. 
The chief justification for thq exisence of the society will be, as in 
Phi Beta Kappa or Tau Beta Pi, the increased interest maifested and 
the resulting benefits derived from the added attention to the activity for 
which the honor of election is conferred. In this case a high journalistic 
rather than a high scholastic standing is the determining factor for 
which the honor is awarded. 


The results of the establishment of this Chapter will be as follows: 
it will develop better teamwork among the publications; it will central- 
ize the journalistic power of the University so that it can be used more 
efficiently to mold University opinion, to conduct campaigns, or in any 
other capacity where unity is necessary; it can very well be used as a 
Press Club for the purpose of securing publicity and obtaining deserved 
recognition for Lehigh activities, athletic or otherwise; it will create 
greater incentive and therefore draw more and better competitors for 
positions on the various boards. The net effect will be marked im- 
provement in all publications. 

Phi Mu is particularly interested in Pi Delta Epsilon since the 
establishment of the Chapter at Lehigh is directly due to the efforts 
of Brother Al Gardy, The idea originated with him last fall and 
through his initiative has recently been pushed to a successful con- 
clusion. Brothers Timmons and Barthold have been interested sup- 
porters of the project, and are also charter members.

THE BASKETBALL LEAGUE. 


In addition to other interfraternity activities, the Interfraternity 
Council this year inaugurated a basketball league, which has proved to 
be a great success. At the time of going to press, all except the two 
final games have been played, leaving only three Fraternities still in 
the race. These are Phi Delta Theta, Chi Psi and Alpha Chi Rho. 
The Phi Delta Theta team proved itself superior in the upper leg and 
won out against all opponents, being pushed hard by only the Phi Gam- 
ma Delta team. Having eliminated every team in the upper bracket, 
they are preparing to meet the winner of the lower bracket. 

As we go to press, Phi Mu has two more opponents. The first 
one is Chi Psi, over whom we expect to score a victory. If our hopes 
are granted, we meet the Phi Delta Theta quintet in the finals. Un- 
fortunately for Phi Mu, several accidents have badly depleted our 
team since our last game. Dinny Bush, who was our star guard, broke 
his ankle while practicing lacrosse and will be out for the rest of the 
tournament. Eddie Fincke, too, is lost, having been taken seriously ill 
with pneumonia. This leaves only a few men to depend upon. The 
whole team will now have to be built around the remaining stars 
—Al Gardy, Wash Gardy and Dick Schubert. Captain Al 
will of course remain as the pivot man, Wash Gardy will again hold 
down a forward position and Pat Flanagan will take Eddie’s place. 
Dick Schubert, our lacrosse star, will be a fixture at guard, and we 
will depend on Mark Armstrong to take care of the other guard posi- 
tion. We are sadly weakened, it is true, but we still have the Alpha 
Chi fight, and they will have to show us that they are better than we 
are before we will let up. 


Our first game in the basketball league was with Pi Lambda Phi 
and we won easily by the score of 38-9. We started right off at the 
beginning and began dropping in field goals one after another. The 
first half was a runaway, our men bringing the score to 20-4 when the 
whistle blew. The beginning of the second half was but a repetition 
of the first and by the middle of the half, Captain Al Gardy began 
putting in substitutes. Even with nearly a whole team of second string 
men, the score mounted and when the final whistle sounded, we had 
brought the score to 38-9. Captain Al was the big scorer, ringing in 9 
field goals and caging 4 out of 5 fouls. Wash Gardy also had a good 
day and registered five two-pointers Flanagan accounted for two 
points, when he jumped in a rebounding foul. The guards, Schubert 
and Bush, played excellent ball, holding the Pi Lambda forwards al- 
most scoreless. Dinny also had an eye for the basket and tossed in

Our basketball team forged into the semi-finals of the league when 
it scored a decisive victory over the Phi Sigma Kappa quintet. 
Eddie Fincke was the star of the game and scored enough points alone 
to tie those scored by Phi Sigma Kappa. In the game all the time, 
and slipping in and about the opponents, he completely baffled them and 
came out only to drop the ball thru the net for points. His total of 
seven goals included a number of difficult ones and his passing was 
excellent.
